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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND ScHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

Chester Middle School serves students who live in the county seat of Chester
County. Students and teachers moved into the building in 1998. Chester Middle
School was formed from two schools, and it is now a true middle school serving
sixth, seventh, and eight grades. It has an enrollment of 901 with the capacity to
house 1200 students. The school has a 999-seat auditorium, a 500-seat
gymnasium, and six classrooms for special services. Elective classes of band and
chorus each have a large acoustically designed classroom with entrance doors onto
the stage area of the auditorium. Forty-four regular classrooms accommodate
eleven teaching teams of four teachers each. Science classrooms are designed for
experiments and hands-on lab work, with adequate storage space provided in each.
The cafeteria area is a glass-walled galley area with access to an internal courtyard.

In the area of extra-curricular activities, the Academic Challenge Teams of the 7th
and 8th grade students were very successful. The 7th grade team finished
undefeated with a 7-0 record. The Football and Basketball Teams posted winning
records.

In 2003-2004, 55% of the students received free lunch and 10% qualified for
reduced price lunch. Analysis of the student enrollment indicates that 46% of the
students live with two parents, 46% live with a single parent, and 8% live with
court-appointed guardians.

Student test scores are coming up each year as our teachers align their curricula
with the state standards. Plans for continued improvement include an after-school
program, mentoring, tutoring, and weekly departmental curriculum pacing meetings.
